Sharp Increase 
In Corn Price

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1— (AP) 
—The agricu ltu re departm ent ad­ 
vised Am erican corn farm ers to­ 
day against expecting a sharp ad­ 
vance in prices of the feed grain 
du ring the cu rrent season on ac­ 
cou nt of the war. 
In a report on prospects for 
corn m arketing, the departm ent 
said that b oth domestic and for­ 
eign su pplies of feeds were am ple 
for the coming year. No sharp 
advances in domestic feed prices 
now appear prob ab le in 19 40, it 
added, u nless there is a short crop 
next year. 
“The cou rse of prices after 19 40, 
assu ming a fairly stab le level of 
produ ction,” the departm ent said, 
“will depend 
largely u pon de­ 
velopm ents in Eu rope and u pon 
changes in domestic dem and con­ 
ditions. 
A long w ar wou ld u n­ 
dou b tedly m ake large imports of 
agricu ltu ral produ cts b y Eu ropean 
cou ntries necessary.”

But if any sing le achievem ent is to be selected 
perhaps none stands out more prom inently than 
the g lory and the liberty with which the individ­ 
ual has been blessed.

spirit or an elevated soul is as bad as a derelict 
on the seas, and m ust be devoid of self-respect 
and unw orthy of the respect of other nations.” 
To this the Herald adds: “ If we understand clean- 
cut English and the plain law s of log ic Senator 
Glass here depicts the rebuttal to his own asser­ 
tion. 
For he, or any other Am erican personag e, 
including the president, determ ined to relinquish 
none of our ‘rig hts’ on the high seas, and exert­ 
ing to the fullest extent official power to assert 
those rig hts, could very certainly ‘drag this nation 
into w ar.’ 
War would follow as surely as it did 
w hen this country w ent into the World war to 
vindicate its rig hts on the seas.”

rp H A T log ic is unassailable because it rests upon 
the hom ely truth. 
America did go to war 
in 19 17 to uphold the tradition of freedom of the 
seas— a freedom w hich extended to w aters in­ 
fested w ith lurking , sinister subm arines, preying 
upon com m erce. 
Am erica said to Germ any that 
it w as the rig ht of Am erican sailors and Am erican 
ships to g o w here they pleased in the pursuit of 
peaceful commerce. 
The distinction betw een the attitude adopted by 
the late president W ilson, and that by President 
R oosevelt is so vital to the Am erican people. 
In 
event of its spread and its prolong ation until an 
entire 
continent 
bursts 
into 
flam e, 
President 
R oosevelt nor any other man may not succeed in 
a cherished hope to keep Am erica out of war. 
But 
this much is plain sensible, and logical. 
The short­ 
est cut to war Am erica could take is to insist 
w ithout qualification freedom of the seas is her 
indisputable right. 
Mr. R oosevelt does not pro­ 
pose to do this. 
From the outset he has sug g ested 
precisely the opposite policy.

ulated that in the sale of arms and munition.^, or 
anything w hich constitutes “ contraband of war, ’ 
as defined in the lists issued by the German and 
British g overnm ents, shall be transported in ships 
of the warring countries, under the flag s of the 
warring nations, and w ith title vested in the pur­ 
chaser before the ship clears port.

r p H E doctrine of freedom of the seas w as born 
before the subm arine, before the develop­ 
m ent of modern transportation and modern com ­ 
merce. 
It cam e into existence before the present 
m ethods and practices of warfare w ere adopted. 
W hen w ar breaks out betw een major powers 
in the world today, armed to the teeth, ready to 
battle for suprem acy on the sea and land, the old 
tradition of freedom of the seas which took root 
in Am erican thoug ht becom es a leg end instead 
of a reality unless the United States is prepared 
to sacrifice men and treasure to protect it. 
There 
is no freedom of the seas. 
The very heart of the 
neutrality proposal before cong ress em bodies into 
words the developm ents which took place in the 
scrapping of the (ioctrine which had prevailed. 
There may com e a day w hen Am erica m ay w ish 
it had chosen to streng then 
its com m unication 
and its transportation by fig hting for freedom of 
the seas, rem ote and im probable as it now seem s. 
But the vast bulk of the Am erican people do not 
believe it is worth fig hting for and this new s­ 
paper hopes that the adoption of a neutrality pro­ 
vision advocated by the adm inistration w ill but­ 
tress further A m erica’s isolation from a cong lom ­ 
erate European situation, w hich periodically set­ 
tles its disputes through war.

Is it true, as I have read, that 
there is no danger or no such 
thing as hydrophobia in the U nit­ 
ed States?

m isleading . 
I happen

have the fig ures for the state of 
Indiana before me, and they en ­ 
tirely disprove the idea. 
From 
19 26 to 19 38 there w ere 
11,478 
anim al heads exam ined in Indi­ 
ana, and 6,172 w ere found to have 
Neg ri b elies w hich indicate rabies 
The.se anim als bit or 
otherw ise 
exposed 
7,659 
persons. 
H ydro­ 
phobia developed in 40 of these 
human beings. 
A ll died. 
Horrible Disease. 
Hydrophobia, or rabies, is such 
a horrible disease, invariably fa­ 
tal, that every 
possible 
precau­ 
tion should be used to prevent it. 
The only ti'eatm ent w e have is 
the Pasteur treatm ent. 
As is w ell known, rabies may 
not appear until some tim e after 
the bite. 
The 
shortest 
period 
noted in this Indiana series was 
18 days betw een the bite and the 
onset of sym ptoms. 
The sooner 
the treatm ent Ls g iven after e x­ 
posure, the better. 
One of the 
Indiana cases 
developed 
rabies 
after receiving the Pasteur treat­ 
ment, but the treatm ent w as not 
beg un until the nineteenth day 
after exposure.

pression that Germ any now is ready for som e ‘‘positive initiative” 
in the Euro(>ean war develofieil tf>day in inform ed quarters. 
'fhis follow ed tw o external events of interest to Germany 
the leoig anization 
of the Italian cabinet and Soviet Russian 
Premier Vya« h eslaif M oioîoif's declaration of policy. 
Informed circles held that neither developm ent injured the 
German cause and that now nothing remains to bar German war 
initiative.

BRF.AKUP OF AXIS A POSSIBILITY. 


(T he reorganization at Rome brought rem oval of three m ili­ 
tary chiefs who had conducted staff talks w ith Germ any after the 
sig ning of the Italian-G erm an m ilitary alliance last May and of 
two cabinet m em bers popularly regarded as pro-German. 
(W hether there w as any deliberate shelving of those m the 
Italian g overnm ent who had been looked upon as pro-German 
could not be ascertained, but diplom ats in most of southeastern 
Europe view ed the chang es as a subm erg ence of German influ­ 
ence at Rome, if not actually the beg inning of a breakup in the 
Rom e-Berlin axis.) 
W hether reports that a German patrol had penetrated French 
territory, being featured in the press today, w ere a hint of pos­ 
sible big scale activity on the w estern front w as unconfirm ed by 
m ilitary authorities. 
The advices saying a German reconnaissance patrol entered 
two French villag es w ere confusing, and m ilitary spokesmen 
m inim ized their sig nificance. 


WORLD'S FINEST ARMY, FRICK CLAIMS. 


The im pression that Germ any w as preparing for some “ posi­ 
tive” action w as increased by Interior M inister Dr. W ilhelm Frick. 
In an address at Danzig last night, he observed that “ England 
rejected the fuehrer’s hand extended in a gesture of peace and 
now others (G erm any’s enem ies) shall have what they w anted.” 
Frick declared Germ any has the w orld’s finest army, and that 
“ no power can snatch victory from the p erm an people.” 
M eanwhile, to combat spies Germ any announced restrictions 
w ere being impo.sed on com m unications with neutral countries. 
There was no indication as to w hat form the control might take. 
M olotoff’s address before the suprem e soviet at Moscow was 
received so late that the morning press g ave scant notice, but 
extensive excerpts w ere delivered by DNB, official new s agency, 
for future use. 
It was em phasized in informed quarters that M olotoff offered 
no peace m ediation. No official com m ent w as forthcom ing im m e­ 
diately, but in a quarter close to the g overnm ent the observation 
w as m ade that “ nothing in M olotoff’s address should be of any 
com fort to Eng land.”
